Now , therefore , in exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section (2 ) of section 5 of the Minimum Wages Act, 1948 . 
(Central act 11 of 1948 ),the Government ofGoa ,after considering 
the advice of the said Committee, hereby revises with effect from 
1-4-1995 , the minimum rates of wages payable to the class/ 
category of employment, namely " Employment in Agriculture” , 
in the State of Goa as specified in the Schedule below :
